The  Peace  Dollar 


The  United  States  Peace  Dollar  is  the  only  coin  issued  by 
any  country  in  the  20th  century  on  which  the  word  PEACE 
is  inscribed.  This  is  a  significatnt  fact  because  it  is 
indicative  of  the  ideals  and  aspirations  of  the  people  of 
this  country  for  a  peacful  world. 

The  design  of  the  Peace  Dollar  was  selected  by  the  Fine 
Arts  Commission  from  models  submitted  by  a  number  of 
prominent  sculptors  and  is  the  work  of  Anthony  de  Francisci. 
The  obverse  of  the  coin  portrays  a  young  girl's  head  as 
symbolic  of  liberty.  The  reverse  shows  an  eagle  in  a 
quiet  restful  position  perched  on  a  mountain  peak  on  which 
the  word  PEACE  is  inscribed.  From  the  eagle's  claws  extends 
an  olive  branch,  ancient  symbol  of  peace.  The  rays  in  the 
background  represent  the  rising  sun,  or  the  dawn  of  a  new 
day . 

The  Peace  Dollar  minted  from  1921-28  and  1934-35  also  bears 
this  country's  national  motto,  "In  God  We  Trust."  This 
message  of  our  nation's  faith  in  god  is  being  spread  to  a 
widening  international  audience  as  the  stamps  and  currency 
are  frequently  carried  by  travellers  to  other  lands  as  well 
as  in  the  mails. 

President  Eisenhower  expressed  the  conviction  that  the  people 
of  the  United  States  can  be  of  great  assistance  in  promoting 
international  peace  by  fostering  friendship  and  understanding 
with  the  people  of  other  countries.  In  September  of  1956  he 
organized  the  People- to-People  program  in  this  interest. 

For  the  first  time  in  history,  the  head  of  a  great  nation 
called  on  the  people  as  private  citizens  to  learn  a  little 
more  of  each  other. 

The  Peace  Dollar  can  serve  a  useful  purpose  in  this  respect. 
As  a  part  of  our  national  monetary  system  it  symbolizes  the 
dedication  of  our  country  to  the  cause  of  international 
peace.  The  more  widely  it  circulates  the  more  it  can  serve 
to  demonstrate  the  sincerity  of  our  interest  and  devotion 
to  this  cause.  Because  it  is  not  a  widely  circulating 
coin  with  silver  dollars  literally  disapearing  from  site 
it  is  perhaps  time  to  bring  it  to  the  attention  of  our  law 
makers  that  a  new  coin  with  a  similar  device  be  introduced 
in  its  stead  and  displays  made  around  this  important  part 
of  our  silver  heritage.

VECTURIST:  A  collector  and/or  student  of  transportation  tokens 

SEIGNORAGE:  The  profit  involved  for  the  government  striking 

base  metal  coinage,  ie.  the  difference  between  face  value 
and  the  metal  and  production  costs. 

WAMPUM:  A  bead  of  polished  shells  used  as  ornamentation,  a 

medium  of  exchange  or  in  religious  ceremonies  by  Indians. 

SPIELMARKE:  A  German  originated  game  counter  or  token  of  no 

monetary  value. 

TRUNCATION:  The  point  where  a  bust  ends.  Eg.  Lincoln's  bust 

on  the  cent  is  truncated  at  the  lower  rim  of  the  coin. 

SPECIMEN  NOTES:  Experimental  or  trial  notes  not  intended  for 
circulation  such  as  pattern  coins.  At  one  time  these 
were  made  available  to  the  general  public. 

TRIME:  Refers  only  to  the  U.S.  silver  3  cent  pieces  of 

1851-1873. 

PATINA:  A  greenish  film  coating  coins,  especially  copper  or 

bronze,  left  by  exposure  to  air  and/or  moisture  for  long 
periods  of  time.  May  be  artifically  induced  or  cleaned 
off  to  restore  brilliance. 

SUTLER:  A  provisioner  to  an  army  post  before  the  Quartermaster 

was  an  official  position.  They  often  issued  scrip  and/or 
tokens  for  trade. 

SURCHARGE:  An  overprint,  especially  on  currency  or  stamps 

which  usually  alters  the  denomination. 

BOUQUET  SOU:  The  name  given  to  a  series  of  copper  bank  tokens 
issued  in  Montreal  to  fill  the  demand  for  coin  in  the 
19th  century.  The  name  derives  from  the  obverse  device 
of  flowers. 

EXERGUE:  The  area  on  a  coin  token  or  medal  on  the  reverse  and 

below  the  main  design,  usually  containing  the  date,  eg. 
the  words  "five  cents"  on  the  reverse  of  a  buffalo  nickle. 

JUGATE:  A  paired  portrait  on  a  coin,  medal  or  especially 

political  tokens.  Where  two  related  busts  appear,  eg. 
Washington/Carver  commemorative  halves. 

INTAGLIO:  A  design  depressed  below  the  surface  of  a  printing 

plate  or  coin  (incuse) .  U.S.  currency  is  printed 
intaglio  as  opposed  to  letterpress  where  the  design  and 
lettering  (ing  accepting  plate  surface)  are  raised  above 
the  surface.  The  Indian  head  gold  pieces  are  incuse. 

ENGRAIL:  Referring  to  the  edging  of  a  coin,  or  medal  which 

consists  of  small  indented  curves,  or  raised  dots. 

PLANCHET:  (Flan)  The  blank  metal  disc  from  which  a  coin  or 

medal  is  struck. 

ESSAI :  Any  piece  struck  from  official  dies,  but  not  for 

circulation.  Includes  patterns,  trial  pieces,  die  trials, 
die  strikes  and  pieces  de  caprice.  . 

PATTERN:  A  piece  representing  a  suggested  or  proposed  design  * 

for  coinage,  struck  in  the  proposed  metal,  but  not 
accepted  for  circulation  that  year.

Corn  Exchange  Bsnk  of  Do  Soto 

By  Jim  McKee 

One  of  the  banks  in  Nebraska  which  issued  wildcat  notes 
and  of  whose  history,  little  is  now  known  is  the  Corn  Exchange 
Bank  of  DeSoto.  This  bank  was  one  of  several  operating  in  the 
territory  without  a  charter  and  the  Omaha  Nebraskian  even  went 
so  far  as  to  question  its  existence  in  an  article,  but  was 
answered  by  the  Nebraska  Enquirer  of  DeSoto  .in  an  editorial 
stating  that  "it  was  a  reality,  being  formed  in  the  summer  of 
1860  having  formerly  been  called  the  Western  Land  and  Exchange 
Company.  Further  the  President,  H.  Knox  Smith  is  one  of  our 
veritable  citizens."  The  date  of  1860  is  open  to  controversy 
also  as  Reverend  Wm.  H.  Buss  states  in  his  book.  The  History 
of  Dodge  and  Washington  Counties,  Nebraska,  that  the  bank 
was  opened  in  the  spring  of  1858  by  a  Chicago  firm  with  I. 
Tucker  as  teller. 

A  note  has  been  examined  from  the  Western  Exchange  and 
Land  Company,  but  this  is  clearly  marked  "Omaha"  and  bears 
the  date  1856  with  "185  "  printed.  There  is  probably  some 
connection,  but  as  yet  it  is  not  clear  and  bears  investigation. 


Cleaning  'dirt  \-on  can’t  see  from  places 
>ou  can’t  reach  with  sound  you  can’t  hear.” 

One  of  the  problems  constantly  plaguing  the  coin  collector 
is  that  of  cleaning  coins  which  are  otherwise  perfect 
specimens.  As  we  are  all  well  aware,  any  dip  will  remove 
a  bit  of  the  coin's  metal  as  well  as  the  stain,  dirt  or 
corrosion  and  abrasives  are  that  much  worse,  though  the 
"Redbook"  at  one  time  actually  suggested  a  soft  pencil 
eraser  could  be  used.  What  then  can  be  done  to  a  nice  coin 
with  just  a  bit  of  dirt  in  the  detail.  The  best  suggestion 
up  to  now  has  been  a  mild  detergent  and  warm  water  using 
a  toothbrush  on  circulated  coins  and  prayer  on  proof  ones. 
This  method  is  not  altogether  outdated,  but  a  new  wrinkle, 
or  sound  has  been  added,  ultrasonics. 


Ultrasonics  or  ultra-sound,  basically,  is  sound  you  can't 
hear.  It  vibrates  at  frequencies,  or  speeds,  above  the 
range  of  human  hearing  —  20,000  cycles  per  second  and  up. 
Besides  cleaning  "noise"  can  be  used  to  weld  plastics,  detect 
flaws  in  metals  and  detect  brain  damage.  When  ultrasonic 
energy  is  transmitted  through  a  cleaning  fluid,  or  even  water, 
it  produces  an  effect  called  "cavitation."  Tiny  bubbles  form 
and  collapse  with  great  rapidity  on  the  surface  of  any  object 
placed  in  the  fluid,  creating  a  powerful  scrubbing  action 
like  millions  of  microscopic  brushes.  Ultrasonic  scouring 
can  penetrate  inaccessible  crevices  and  corners  such  as  the 
detail  in  an  intricate  design  and  will  remove  notoriously 
stubborn  stains  as  grease,  dirt  or  even  lipstick  (should  you 
or  your  wife  be  so  inclined) .  The  company  marketing  a  home 
model  calls  it  removing  "dirt  you  can't  see  from  places  you 
can't  reach  with  sound  your  can't  hear." 


Ultrasonic  cleaners  have  been  long  used  in  industry,  nearly 
20  years  in  fact  and  are  especially  useful  in  spacecraft 
where  even  a  speck  of  dirt  can  be  fatal.  Jewlers  took  up 
their  use  when  they  found  it  could  remove  residues  of  jeweler's 
rouge  which  can  stain  if  not  completely  removed.  Now  coin 
collectors  can  take  advantage  of  this  same  type  of  cleaning 
in  a  home  sized  unit  which  looks  something  like  a  blender. 

Many  different  fluids  are  prepared  for  this  use  by  the  Branson 
Company,  but  any  fluid,  even  common  detergent,  can  be  used 
as  well.  It's  cavitation,  enhancing  the  action  of  the  cleaner 
that  really  does  the  work. 


These^home  units  will  soon  be  on  the  market  in  department 
stores  and  even  drug  stores,  so  be  looking.  Remember,  however, 
that  when  a  coin  is  cleaned  with  any  soloution  it  must  be  well 
removed  or  a  residue  or  film  will  remain  to  plague  you  in  later 
years.  After  a  coin  is  felt  to  be  clean  and  rinsed  you  should 
then  rinse  it  in  a  fresh  soloution  of  distilled  water  and  then 
in  pure  alcohol  to  remove  the  water  which  still  has  minerals 
in  it.  Air  drying  is  best  as  any  rubbing  with  a  cloth,  no 
matter  how  soft  is  apt  to  scratch  the  surface.
